Text of the Speech 
The text of the speech In full Is as

Madison. Wls., Ian. 23.—Tho secre- 


ary of state has Just completed the 
ompllatlon of the returns of local 
Esessors allowing the t/otal valua- 
ion of all taxable jiroperty In 
the 
tate. 
According to these returns 


he valuation of all' property Is Jl.- 
M2.62l.094, or $354.082,960 less than 
hat fixed by the state board of as- 
sessment last fall. 
For the purpose of levying the one 


mill tax for school 
purposes the 
state tax commission, sitting as the 
state board of assessment and equall- 
;ation last fall, fixed the value of nil 
taxable property at $1,430,284.000. an 
Increase of over 100 per cent, more 
than It was In 1900. 
From tho re- 


turns of tho local assessors It Is ap- 
parent that tho state board of assess- 
ment will have more work next full 
In canalizing the assessments of tho 
various counties.

Competent Assessors 
Senator Whltohend briefly outline 


tho progress of taxation In tho coun- 
try, and sugestcd that one thing need- 
ed was a competent head In each 
county to fix values.

Taxing Personal Property 
"The Time Is nt hand," he said, 


"when tho people must consider whoth 
«T or not they shall undertake to op- 
erate as heretofore under the general 
property, tax or whether they arc will- 
ing, when glaring Inequalities appear 
as they do now In tho system of tax- 
ation to remove them. 
H seems to 


me that taxation of personal property 
such as commonly called tangible, nt 
least Is not successfully carried out, 
and that the attempt to carry out tho 
system even In reference to tangible 
personal property results only In an 
Increase of tax to the farmer, who al- 
teady feels greatly overburdened." 


Levying a Corporate Tax 
He believed, he sold, that there 


could be no better way to tax cor- 
porate property than at Its source. 
As to tho method,of levying a cor- 
porate, tax. Senator Whitehead said 
he believed there should be establish- 
ed one central authority, and 
that 


there should bo the clearest under- 
standing of conditions and values.In 
taxing property which It Is so desir- 
able to have In the state. 
., In the projected Interurban rail- 
ways ho saw a great benefit to tho 
commonwealth and said the people 
bhould exercise wisdom In

The walls of these bluffs rlso per- 
ondicularly for hundreds of feet, are

o two feet. They are capped with 


deep rusty yollow sandstone In po- 


most of the washings wore hung on 
tho front porches to eatch the east- 
ern sun. Tho back yards are small 
nnd being In the steep side of tho 
mountain arc In the shade almost tho 
entire day. 
Truckee is famous for 


Its vigilance committee of prominent 
citizens known as the Six Hundred 
nnd One.

honest statesmen of one Idea. They 
were reformers of pronounced type, 
honest In their endeavor, and faith- 
ful to conscience In .'attempting 
to 


establish" measures, that they deemed 
vital to the'welfare of the nation. 


Mr. Bryan belongs to this class of 


statesmen, and he was BO honest In 
his convictions, and so earnest 
In 


his efforts, that after being twice de- 
feated, "he Is of the same opinion 
btlll."

This class of public men, and they 


are familiar characters, are hobby- 
ists, men of a single idea, which BO 
absorbs them, that they honestly feel 
that -public endorsement is necessary 
to well being. .It sometimes happens 
that this class of one-idea statesmen 
nrp polltclans, as well, as Is the case 
with Bryan.1
